SEA-LAND ATTACKS 


ALLIED PLANES FROM 
ITALY STRIKE BEHIND 
WEAKENING AXIS LINES

Sevastopol was afire and near 


collapse today as the Russians 
with siege guns, two armies, bom- 
bers and patrol boats bathed the 
last German and Romanian sur- 
vivors in the Crimea with steel 
and flame.

remove him from Auchlnleck's su- 
pervision and bring him within di- 
rect contact with the allied naval 
forces In the Indian Ocean. 


Glider Troops. 


British-Indian

Remember when th* word* "infla- 
tionary gap" used to pop up so 
frequently 
in public discussions 


of 
war-inflated 
price* and 
in- 
comes? 


Ths term is applied to the theo- 
ratlcal figure—In 
billions of dol- 


lars—representing 
the 
difference 


between the estimated amount of 
money In the hands of Individuals 
and the estimated price value of 
civilian goods available for pur- 
ihase. 


One of the principal arguments 


of the higher-tax proponents hhs 
been that bigger taxes were need- 
•3d to "drain off" the money in 
this "inflationary gap." 


Otfierwlso, 
they 
said, people 
would use this money to "bid up 
prices." 
That is. with the limited 


wartime quantities of goods and 
servces which civilians could buy, 
those economists declared, people 
would offer move and more mon- 
ey for the things they wanted, 
going Into the black market, and 
so develop disastrous Inflation. 
But you don't hear much men-

"window dressing," it la believed 
In London that the allies' "Invls- 
ible' damage to nazl plane produc- 
tion Is yielding tangible dividends 
in slackened resistance. 
Today there came from respon- 


sible air observers these salient 
facts and figures on the alrwar: 


Since November, Allied attacks 


on plane production sources—aside 
from the toll In combat—may have 
eosl the Germans as many as 5.000 
planes which they have been pre- 
vented from manufacturing 
and 


putting In the air. 
This Is reflected in the fact that 


whereas, as recently as January, 
the Germans were throwing up as 
many as 600 fighters against the 
big American bombing at'acks, It 
Is estimated from fliers' accounts 
and other reports that now they 
are seldom putting up more than 
350 planes at any one time. 


More allied planes 
are 
being 
shot down now than six months 
ago, but this Is believed by some 
to reflect the doubled scope of 
operations and some Improvement 
in the Germans' defensive tactics. 
Proportional losses are remaining 
low. 
For every plane in the front line 


an airforce has a reserve of four 
or five in replacement pools and 
factories, and best Informed allied 
observers believe that the Germans 
In their "window-dressing" pro- 
cess, have sapped this reserve In 
order to maintain their front line 
strength. 


The full extent of this drain— 
and the sapping of other war facil- 
ities—can be fully exposed only 
when the final bj'cak comes.

The first state department book 
came out last December.

after 15 years. 
Apparently Mr. Hoover's sugges- 
tion to secure International pro- 
tection for food chip's did not get 
far. 


The two volumes disclose that 
antiwar talks were one of the 
prime diplomatic activities in 192!), 
hut they thow that In that same 
year. 
Japan was hedging away 
from such commitments and keep- 
ing a toe in the door that opened 
to Pearl Harbor. 
When the KcUog pact was up 
for Japanese ratification, it was 
argued that a phrase committing 
nations to renounce war "in the 
name of their respective peoples" 
was against the Japanese consti- 
tution, which gives supreme pow- 
er to the emperor.
